The war must still rule thoughts and condition acts, hence once more I 
ask your contentment with the tersest of price lists and your wait for a 
complete descriptive catalogue until times of lesser strain have come again. 
I urge its none the less careful perusal, however, for the omission of 
puffing does not mean that its offerings have suffered in quality. On the 
contrary the discriminating gardner will find endless temptations, for 
this is in fact my very best list to date. Amongst the daffodils you will 
find not only an excellent selection of the magnificent productions, both 
well tested and new, which have come to us from the British Isles, but 
also an appreciably augmented series received from, our honored Pacific 
allies, Australia ant New Zealand, where artistry with anther and stigma 
of the daffodil as of the rose has been attended by much originality and 
an abundance of charm. 

Selection and propagation of seedlings for 1943 introduction was great- 
ly interfered with last year by illness, so only three new irises are here 
included. One of these is a smartly beruffiled cavalier from Mrs. Nancy 
Shank’s Corona garden which all beholders covet. One is a smooth, tall 
ivory-yellow, the third a tough-growing but very winsome hybrid Apogon 
of most unusual parentage raised by myself.

Our garden is not a large one, nor grandly landscaped, but it contains 
its full quota of rare and interesting plants, and those who will but re- 
member that it is simply a horticultural workshop and do not expect too 
much of it otherwise, are always welcome visitors. In addition to our 
innumerable daffodils and irises, which form a collection not easily sur- 
passed, we grow various species of Moraea and Nerine, a very fair array 
of freesias and Hemerocallis, and divers odds and ends of small bulbs, 
rock plants, peonies, herbs and other perennials. Late spring and early 
summer and again in the fall are in general the most favorable times to 
secure stock for planting, but to view the flowers our spring months are 
best, February and March for daffodils anil April to May for irises. Do 
not, however, look for any signboard at the garden beyond the street- 
number, for even at the cost of some business, we are devoted believers
